Police Chief Kennedy stated to­ 
day that lie had signed two 
addi­ 
tional affidavits against Thorp, orn* 
for driving while under the influence 
of liquor, and the other for failing 
to stop after an accident, lie was 
charged with running into a machine 
drivi« by Virgil Hileman. The officer 
also obtained a confession from Os­ 
car Byrd, who admitted that he was 
in company with Thorp, and 
Byrd 
was placed under $500 bond as 
a 
witness. 
In police court Monday afternoon 
the ire of city officials was raised 
when Prosecutor George stated that 
he would not press the two charges 
against Thorp, if he would plead

charge. 
Police Chief Kennedy stated that the 
officers have been ridiculed on five 
or six occasions receptlv by having

Roosevelt Field, N. Y., June 21— 
(U.R)— Commander Richard 
F. Byrd 
announced today that he would not 
start on his trans-Atlantic flight be­ 
fore tomorrow night. 
Byrd said weather conditions 
on 
the Atlantic from reports received 
at noon were so poor that he cer­ 
tainly would not take off* late today 
or early in the morning, as he had 
considered doing. 
Byrd and the three men who will 
accompany him were ready for the 
flight, however, and the tri-motored 
Fokker monoplane America was 
in 
shape to start at any time the wea­ 
ther clears. The weather conditions 
here were excellent. 
Byrd said weather reports showed 
low clouds, rain and strong north­ 
east winds over most of the route 
he planned to follow on his trip 
to 
Paris or beyond, making the flight 
impracticable for about 24 hours. 
The America was brought on the 
field today and two of its three mo­ 
tors tested.

A large two story, double house

Threatening weather conditions that 
developed after the polls opened did 
not hold back voters today and

Removal of the last legal obstacle 
to the election came 12 hours before 
the polls opened. Although 
Judge 
Linn D. Hay of Marion county su­ 
perior court had ruled that the ref­ 
erendum was valid, city controller 
William C. Buser had refused to pay 
the hills. The last minute decision 
was by Judge William O. 
Dunlavy 
of superior court and ordered 
the 
city to meet the expenses. 
Heavy police guards were main­ 
tained today. The polls opened at 0 
a. m., and at least one 
policeman 
was stationed at each voting place. 
Although the pre-election fight was 
heated, city officials emphasized that 
they did not fear any voting disor­ 
ders. 
“ The civic spirit shown in India­ 
napolis during the campaign 
will 
result in an overwhelming victory 
for the city manager plan.” Claude 
IT. Anderson, secretary of the citi­ 
zen’s committee, said today. 
“ In the poll that our organization 
took, approximately 75.000 
voters 
declared thev favored the adoption 
of the plan. We have tried to reach 
all of these to urge that they vote, 
but it was 
impossible. If a repre­ 
sentative vote is cast, there is no 
doubt that the present political sys­ 
tem of city government will he ov­ 
erthrown, and business management 
will take its place.” 
Opponents of the plan were 
not 
so optimistic in their statements, but 
supporters of the 
city 
manager 
scheme charged that the ^admission 
of defeat was a trick to keep voters 
from the polls.

ness in Indiana 
was 
reasonably 
sound, judged by statistics in pos­ 
session of the secretary of state’s 
office. 


Mr. Schortemeier was introduced 
by John A. Titsworth. president of 
the club, and Elmer Humes of this 
eitv and George Clark of 
Indiana­ 
polis were speeial guests, the latter 
accompanying him here. 
Other guests present 
for 
the 
meeting included Leo Mull of Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa, Otto Vovle of 
Now 
Albany, Harvey Hull of Indianapo­ 
lis and IT. E. TTattersley of Cincin­ 
nati. 
Clyde Pierce, son of Rofarian Ro­ 
bert Pierce, who has the 
leading

ty. 
Proponents oi the plan—the In­

out that Lincoln spent tnc

tive years o f his life in Indiana. He 
was a resident of Indiana from the 
age of 7 until he was 21 years old.

YAC1IEL LINDSAY 
Although Vachel 
Lindsay

lived there most of his life,

peculiarly 
American 
poet 
since 
Riley.

Lindsay’s mother was

reared in Rush County, and he lias 
two uncles on her side of the family 
who now reside in Rushville.

December (1925) Mr. Lindsay was

Haigett, 
was asked what he considered to be 
his greatest source of 
inspiration.

W ASHINGTON—It 
never 
can 
** happen again, but the Ameri­ 
can consulate at Gibraltar has been 
handed down from father to son for 
nearly 100 years. 
Richard 
Louis 
Sprague, 
the 
present consul, is the grandson of 
Horatio Sprague of Massachusetts, 
who was appointed consul in 1832, 
and the son of Horatio J. Sprague, 
who was appointed consul in 1848 
and served for 53 years. 
The ships of war and the ships 
of trade have passed each day 
under the eyes of the Spragues. It 
might be supposed that the Sprague 
dynasty was by this time as firmly 
established as the great rock itself, 
but this is not true, first because 
the present consul is a bachelor and 
second because the practice of poli­ 
tical appointments for such posts as 
theirs has been abandoned. 
So 
when the last of the Spragues re­ 
tires, the people of the Rock must 
get used to a Smith, a Brown or 
a Figgeldunk. 
The first Horatio Sprague was a 
clerk for a Boston merchant whose 
ships sailed to Cadiz, Malaga, Malta 
and Genoa. 
On orders from his 
concern to select a good port for an 
office site, Sprague chose Gibraltar 
in or about the year 1800. He be­ 
came one of the leading merchants 
and when the War of 1812 broke 
out, the authorities, while forced to 
make him leave the fortress, never­ 
theless allowed him use of the har­ 
bor and gave him the chance to 


talk with his representative at the 
dock. 
Made Consul by Jackson 
After the war. Sprague resumed 
business on the old stand and in 
1832 
President 
Andrew 
Jackson 
made him a consul. 
During his 
16-year tenure the Humane Society 
of Massachusetts gave him a gold 
medal in recognition of his service 
in obtaining release of the crew of 
an American vessel captured 
Moorish pirates. 
President Polk appointed Horatio 
Sprague consul 
on his fathCrt 
death. 
Sprague II established tlie 
consulate where it now stands, at 
one side of the Rock, overlookfhg 
Government House and the natal 
harbor. 
This 
second 
Sprague 
watched 
warships move through the straits 
in the Crimean War, the American 
Civil War, the Egyptian and South 
African Wars and the war with 
Spain. Admiral Dewey paid exten­ 
sive tribute to this Sprague for 
sending the most reliable informa­ 
tion on the movements of Cervera*a 
fleet. 
Dick Sprague, now on the Job, Is 
said to be better known to more 
American naval officers Mid an 
honorary member of more navy 
messes than anyone else in the con­ 
sular service. 
> 
Gibraltar is the smallest consular 
district in the service, but Sprague 
often acts unofficially at Algecitna. 
And. regardless of its size, the 
Rock is a great place from which 
to see things.

Mr. Young, who 
was past 80 years of age when

died early Sunday morning, was well 
known throughout this part of the 
j state, and he had practiced at the 
I bar in every adjoining county.

Services this afternoon 
at 
the 
late residence were in charge of the 
Rev. H. W. Hargett, minister of the 
St. Paul’s M. E. church, of which 
Mr. Young was 
a member. 
Burial 
was made in East Hill cemetery. 


The committee appointed at 
the 
Bar Association 
meeting 
Monday 
morning, composed of J. T. Arbuc- 
kle, A. L. Gary and Douglas Morris, 
submitted the following resolutions 
on his death, which were 
read 
at 
the meeting 
this 
afternoon 
and 
adopted: 
George \ \ ., son ot 
James 
and 
Margaret (Davis) Young was horn 
on a farm in Center Township, .Jan­ 
uary 29, 1847, and died here, in his 
home where he had lived for about 
forty-seven years on June 19, 1927. 
He was educated in the Common 
Schools of Rush 
County, and the 
Academy at Spiceland, then in great 
favor for what is now the equivalent 
of a standard 
High 
School. 
Like 
most young men of that time who 
intended to study law he taught for 
a period in the County Schools. 
In 1869 Mr. Young was married 
to Nancy, youngest 
daughter 
ot 
Judge James 
llinchman 
of 
this 
county. This union, marked by 
a 
genuine affection of youth which ne­ 
ver waned in the succeeding tit t v - 
three years, ended with Mr>. \o u n g s 
death in 1922.

These were years of rigorous piou- 
eer lii'e and yet when the young rail 
splitter migrated to Illinois lie must 
have develojied some oi these tjaul- 
itics which later should Jiuu.bcr him 
among the immortals.

lies buried. It is proposed to acquire 
thirty additional acres to take in 
the cabin site nearby and, By 
the 


t'mploynifiil oi Frederick Lav 0!m- 
stcud, noted landscape architect, to 
develop the entire tract into a lilting 
national memorial. 


Indiana is ideally locateu i'or sut,h 


a great national shrine Uccause it 
lies at the crossroads oi the 
na- 


tion. The state has neglected this 
work, or been too modest to claim 
it;- share oi the honor, but it is not 
yet too late.

That was a record truly worthy ot 
the name and the people OL two 
continents have given proper rccog- 
ition to the daring feat.

Leviue established a nexv long dis- 
tance non-stop airplane flight soon 
after Col. Lindbergh made hU re- 
markable flight. Commander Byrd of 
the I". S. Navy, retired, is planning 
to establish another record with 
a 


non-stop iliglit to Europe and hack. 


Other records in the field of avia- 


tion will be made this ;sunimer. One 
or more flights from the 
western 


coast to Hawaii are being planned. 


.but there are records and then 


there are records. Proving that 
flights are practical is contributing 
souiethiug~to progress and the gen 
eral well being oi mankind. 1'ne he 
roie efforts to advance tne cause 
air transportation and bring 
peoples oi the world closer together 
are entitled to all the public acclaim 
they have received.

Although Vachel 
Lindsay 
was 


born in Springfield, Illinois, and has 
lived there most of his life, 
Rush 


county feels that it has a just and 
righteous 'claim to some part 
of 


this man whom John 
JJriukwatcr 


describes as the 
most 
peculiarly 


American poet 
since Riley. Mr. 


Lindsay's mother was 
born 
and 


reared in Bush County, and he has 
two uncles on her side of the family 
who now reside in Rashville. Last 
December (1925) Mr. Lindsay was 
visiting in the home of John Paul 
Frazee in Rushville, and iu 
the 


course of a conversation with the 
Methodist minister, Mr. 
Haigett, 


was asked what he considered to be 
his greatest source of 
inspiration. 


The poet turned and pointed to the 
portrait of his .grandfather, Mr. E. 
S. Frazcc, and 'said, "There." lie 
went on to explain that uniil

time he was thirty-one ytavs

age he spent all of his summers with, 
his grandfather on the family farm 
near Orange, Rush County, aad that 
he was greatly indebted to the ven- 
erable gentleman for much of his 
success as a poet.

William L. Stidger in his book "Gi-
